A tendency to increase insulation 


and to carry higher humidity In 
the homes are increasing such situ- 
ations which are caused by conden- 
sation of vapor that passes through 
the plaster walls to the outside in- 
sulation paper next to the sheath- 
ing, he said. 


Because of the outside insulation 


paper, the vapor cannot pass off 
and oondensation takes place at the 
coldest spot in the stud wall which 
is next to'the sheathing. This con- 
densation collects and causes the 
wood to rot or leaks out through 
cracks and plugs, he explained. It 
gathers above ceilings and causes 
damage to decorations. In the case 
of ceilings, the matter can easily be 
remedied by providing ventilation 
in the attic, he said. 


Apply Second Paper 
' 


In the case of walls, a second va- 


por resistant paper may be applied 
loosely to the studs with the laths 
and plaster put over it, the speaker 
went on. In this way vapor from in- 
side the home cannot pass into the 
wall so easily and damage through 
condensation can almost entirely be 
eliminated. 


At the present time paper treated 


with asphalt has been found to be 
the best, he said in telling of exper- 
iments that are being carried out 
continually along this line. Such 
papers are inexpensive and-the av- 
erage 6-room home can be fixed at 
a cost of about $30, he said.

Xo Simple Answer 
to Question of Peace 


I tried while I was abroad to find 


some kind of answer which I could 
believe in to the question: What are 
the prospects for peace or war? It 
is not an easy question; in the world 
today there can be no simple an- 
swer. Before 1914 nations could be 
said to be either at peace or at war 
with one another. But that clear 
distinction no longer exists. Just as 
China and Japan are still legally at 
peace though their troops are fight- 
ing, so in all the critical places of 
the Old World there exists a con- 
dition which is not war and yet is 
certainly not peace. 


There are Russian ambassadors in 


Rome and in Berlin: but Italian and 
German ships have been bombed 
by Russian planes and Russian 
ships have been sunk by Italian 
torpedoes. France and Italy arc at 
peace; but in French Africa there 
is a subversive agitation. Britain 
and Italy are at peace; but a poxver- 
ful propaganda is at work to raise 
the Arab world against Britain, and 
certainly the Italians sincerely be-

foment and support rebellion 
their Ethiopian empire. 


That is why the question is not 


simple. For though the nations arc 
not at peace they arc not totally at 
war. and the real question is how 
much war, or rather how much 
more war, there is likely to be.

Make Great Progress in 
Learning to be Insensitive 


It might be said, I suppose, that 


Europe may still be considered to 
be at peace as long as there is no 
general mobilization followed by 
the total conflict of all the armed 
forces. For by our rather modest 
criteria of peace, A. D. 1937. what is 
going on in Spain, in the Mediter- 
ranean, in Central Europe, in Africa 
and the Near East is no longer con- 
sidered war. The peoples who, ob- 
viously, 
are 
everywhere 
over- 


whelmingly opposed to war. have 
arrived at a condition of mind 
where anything is still regarded as 
peace which does not subject too 
many of them to being mobilized 
and bombarded. 


We have all come to have this 


feeling. We hope only that the de- 
stroying flood will not rise high 
enough to wash us off the little hill 
on which we sit and are still com- 
paratively dry. That is about all 
that we mean by "peace" today. 
More and more we have become so 
used to disorder, enmities and vio- 
lence that we are grateful if only 
our own homes arc not actually in- 
vaded. 


Thus as compared with what we 


ourselves were 
like 
twenty-five 


years ago, we are already to a con- 
siderable degree barbarized. Our 
older selves would think rather 
poorly of us, I imagine, if they saw 
us now. We have learned to accept, 
to treat as more or less normal and 
not to be too indignant about, 
cruelty on a massive scale and with 
it deception, in humanity and dis- 
honor. We have made great pro- 
gress in learning to be insensitive; 
we are unlearning with amazing 
rapidity those civilized notions of 
decent dealing which not so long 
ago we thought were instinctive. 
Not only have we ceased to defend 
the ideals we profess: we have 
begun to find it more convenient 
not to believe in them too much. So 
.we are rather like a man who might 
persuade himself not to consider it 
arson if only his barn and his or- 
chard and his fences are set afire. 
who would even feel grateful for 
small favors if somehow the con- 
flagration is arrested at the walls of 
his residence before it roasts him 
alive while he lies in bed.

Fair Chance Exists 
For Peace in Europe 


Now my impression is that in this 


sense of the word there exists a 
very fair 
chance 
of continuing 


peace in Europe. A prettier outlook 
than that I was unable to discox'cr. 
and reasonable grounds for greater 
optimism than that do not. I think, 
exist. The best one can say is that 
a head-on collision of the great 
powers can very possibly be avert- 
ed; that though they are engaged in 
a deadly struggle, the actual fight- 
ing can perhaps be excluded from 
the heart of Europe while it is be- 
ing carried on in the outlying de- 
pendencies. But there is nothing 
now in sight which can compose 
the quarrel and really terminate 
the struggle in which the great pow- 
ers are engaged: unless decisive and 
heroic measures are taken, this 
counterfeit 
peace 
must 
exhaust 


them all, must degrade cumulatively 
the general standard of life, and in 
the end set men at each other's 
throats in a desperate struggle for 
mere personal survival. 


For in this miserable paralysis, 


that men call peace, the world— 
which is already too poor to satisfy 
the awakened expectations of the 
masses—is growing poorer, is living

It may have been 
true in the days when presidents 
were beset with extravagant or ir- 
responsible congresses, but now 
when the rubber-stamp congress 
meets it doesn't make much dif- 
ference what the members say or 
do as long as they ratify the mea- 
sures conceived and written b£ the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment. There is always the possibility 
that congress may wake up and be- 
come independent. So when con- 
gress is in session, there is at least 
a possibility of checking the ex- 
ecutive if he goes wrong. 


Mr. Roosevelt does not have the 


power as yet to rule by decree as 
do Mr. Mussolini and Mr. Hitler, 
so it is necessary to call the nation- 
al legislature into session to get 
certain changes in the foundament- 
al law ratified and certain acts pass- 
«d granting more and more dis* 
cretionary power to the executive, 
who, in turn, delegates it to the 
bureaus he controls.

when he started, Adams declared. 


"Why is this so? It is because

Adams gave as an example the 


position of men 
who 
might be 


privately in sympathy with a cer- 
tain movement within a commun- 
ity, civic or political, but who will 
not back it openly for business rea- 
sons. 


"They are not willing to pay tfic 


price." he said, "and that is why the 
ideal of service is not being real- 
ized."

Chinese resistance to invasion surprises 


the rest of the world no less than it docs 


• the Japanese. The Chinese are displaying 
soldierly qualities that amaze 
military 


men who have believed the Celestial was 
not much good as a fighting man. 


During the first weeks of Japan's un- 


declared war on China the unexpected 
resistance of the Chinese armies was ex- 
plained to the satisfaction of most stu- 
dents of military affairs by statements 
that German and Russian military, lead- 
ership evidently was directing the Chinese 
defense strategy. 


As weeks pass, less is heard about the 


supposed foreign leadership of the Chi- 
nese forces. 
It is, however, quite likely 


that German professional 
soldiers 
are 


aiding the Chinese. 
Germans have filled 


similar roles for centuries, were with the 
Roman battalions and have fought in all 
the wars that since have plagued an un- 
easy world. There seems to be reason, 
also, for the belief that Russia is helping 
the Chinese cause in the supplying of war 
material, at least. 


Now, Germans and 
Russians make 


strange bedfellows. It may be assumed 
that neither German or Russian is so con- 
cerned about Chinese success in resisting 
Japanese pressure as he is in turning the 
Sino-Japanese conflict to good 
account 


for himself. 


The truth of the statement should be 


evident to any person who 
otherwise 


might be influenced by the obvious ef- 
forts that are being made to sway Na- 
tional sentiment to the side of the Chinese. 


Isro Nation ever wins a war in these 


times. The Chinese may 
succeed 
in 


checkmating the Japs but, if the rumors 
are true, the Chinese in doing so will have 
assumed obligations that must be paid 
off. It does not seem unlikely that there 
•will be quarreling over the division of any 
payments that may be made. Those who 
are prepared to come to China's assistance 
must expect to become entangled with 
some quarrelsome allies. 


HONORABLE DISCHARGE 


Somehow, we like the story about the 


ceremony that attended the retirement of 
Jack, an Army mule, at Fort Totten, N. Y. 
the other day. 


Jack is 29 years old. He has served 27 


years in the U. S. army. 


He stood at attention, ears twitching, 


while the 62nd Coast Artillery, the Army's 
champion anti-aircraft regiment, marched 
past in full-dress review. . 


It is not enough to say that Jack has 


grown old in the service (a mule 29 years 
old is said to be as aged as a man who 
is over 70) without remarking, also, that 
Jack's retirement is symbolic. 


A span of 27 years covers the period 


. in which the world's armies have wit- 


nessed greatest changes. 


It was a different world, back in 1910, 


when Jack joined the Army. Mule-skin- 
ners of the U. S. Army were wearing the 
fusty cotton uniforms that had so amused 
the Cubans. The French soldat was wear- 
ing the blue and red of the Second Empire. 
The English Tommy was wearing the uni- 
form that had been approved by Queen 
Victoria. 


A mule was a good soldier then, as he 


is today. He was scorned by the caval- 
ryman and cursed by the artilleryman, but 
he did his job. He had sense enough not 
to overeat which is more than can be said 
for the horse and he 
exhibited more 


coolness in the face of danger. 


But when a great war dragged on for 


four weary years there was developed a 
military tcchnic that took no account of 
the old ways. The cavalry horse was use- 
less against an enemy entrenched behind 
barbed wire. The mule strained against 
his collar as he pulled field pieces into 
place but lie, too, gave way to the tractor 
just as the horse had given way to the 
caterpillar-tread tank. Uniforms took on 
the protective color of the churned earth. 
The old ways of war were finished. 


Jack's period of service, too, is fin- 


ished. -And while war and the prepara- 
tion for war, nowadays, are different than 
in the time when he was young 
and 


strong, the soldier's affection for a tried 
and loyal comrade does not change. 


Jack has earned his honors.

COMPANION PROBLEM 


In most of the discussions of proposals 


to retire sub-marginal farm lands there 
seems to be too little consideration given 
to the problems that will face the famil- 
ies occupying them or the problems the 
Government must face in re-locating the 
families. 


It may be true that the lands should 


be used for something other than farm- 
ing and that, if they were given outright 
to their occupants, tenant farmers would 
be no better off. 


Some of these farmers and their fam- 


ilies, however, must be on these lands 
because they prefer the kind of living 
they can make there to the uncertainties 
of other employ:ncnt. 


If these families, these tenant farmers 


and their dependents, are moved off the 
land, one must assume that the Govern- 
ment will accept the obligation of pro- 
viding these people with food and shelter 
or the means of obtaining them. 


This problem, too. \vill not be solved 


easily. It JCC.T.S to be bound up inextric- 
ably with the problem of lar.ds that have 
outlived their usefulness as producers of 
crops. 


SCHACHT GIVES UP 


One of the greatest misfortunes ever 


suffered by modern Germany was the 
death of the foreign minister, Gustav 
Stresemann. in 1929. 
He had restored 


friendly relations between Germany and 
the nations she had fought, accomplished 
the Locarno Pacts and German admis- 
sion to the League, and was rapidly re- 
storing his country to an honorable place 
in the world. There was no one. appar- 
ently, to carry on his work. 


The greatest misfortune 
since that 


event, aside from the rise of the unco- 
operative Hitler to power, may be the 
retirement of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, eco- 
nomics minister and president 
of 
the 


iReischsbank. 
Schachfs financial genius 


and patriotic devotion to his country, de- 
spite his disapproval of the Nazi regime, 
has kept Germany going in this period 
of frenzied rearming. It has been a long 
series of financial miracles. 
The Nazis 


steadily defied the rules of sound busi- 
ness and finance, insisting on pouring all 
their resources into vast military prep- 
arations. It was Schachfs job to provide 
somehow the necessary money and credit 
and maintain a solvent front before the 
world, and he did it. 


But it could not last. There had to 


be a reckoning some day. 
Germany had 


to face realities, balance income with out- 
go, import materials and make useful ex-- 
port products to build up foreign exchange 
and continue, economically, a going con- 
cern. The lime came apparently when 
the great financier could do no more. The 
Nazis would r.ot change their ruinous 
program, so be abandoned them. 
The

The true skin is the bed in which 


the sweat glands and the oil or se 
baceous glands lie. The ducts o 
these glands convey their secre- 
tions, water or sebum, up thru the 
cuticle to their openings on the sur- 
face. To call these surface openings 
or orifices of the sweat and seba- 
ceous gland ducts "pores" is well 
enough for third grade children 
But don't let that childish fancy de- 
ceive you. Sweat and skin oil or 
sebum are pored out upon the sur- 
face of the skin thru these orifices, 
but nothing is ever trtfen into the 
skin or into the system thru these 
orifices or thru the unbroken cuti- 
cle in any way. I mean to say that 
as long as you have a whole skin 
you need never worry about ab- 
sorbing

your skin. On the other hand, un- 
til you break, puncture, blister or 
otherwise provide an opening, you 
cannot absorb any medicament or 
nutrient, no matter how carefully 
it is applied to the skin. JCo hon- 
est, intelligent physician will have 
the temerity to maintain that mer- 
cury is absorbed thru the .skin 
when mercury ointment is rubbed 
on or "into" the skin. Physiologists 
recognized this feet long "ago.

tions is absorbed by inhalation of

Survey Blasts Complaint 


That Building Costs 


Are Out of Line 


When the spring building season 


got around this year. Appleton ap- 
parently was embarking on a home- 
building spree that would break all 
records. Permits the early part of 
the year indicated that more homes 
would be built here this year than 
in any year in history. 


Then all at once it quit. Dozens of 


people who had planned to build 
this year pave up the idea. Many 
families had arranged for financing, 
bought lots and even hired archi- 
tects and then decided to call it 
quits. 


The reason uas a feeling 
that 


prices were too high—that the cost 
of building was out of line. 


But out of line with what? Prices 


were going up, it is true, but what 
was the point of comparison? Were 
they higher than last year, higher 
than the depression low, or were 
they higher than 1929: 


The trouble was that most people 


didn't compare prices with any pre- 
vious period, except possibly the 
month previous. They found that 


the cost of building was higher, per- 
haps in May than it was in March 
but there was little real comparison 
of prices with previous building 
years. 


More For Money 


The facts are that while it might 


possibly take a little larger outlay 
of money today to build than it did 
four or five years ago—when no- 
body had any money to build—the 
builder is getting a lot more for his 
money today than he would have 
gotten had he built at that time. He 
would get more for his money this 
year than if he had built a year ago. 


in spite of the larger outlay that 
might be required this year. 


Labor costs have gone up, there 


isn't any question about that. Orga- 
nized labor has obtained 
better 


wages for skilled labor and there 
isn't anything to indicate that these 
costs will be reduced. Some of the 
materials that go into homes arc 
costing more, but generally speak- 
ing they are worth more because 
they are better than those 
that 


would have been purchased 
two 


years ago, or even a year ago. And, 
generally speaking, the things that 
make a home comfortable are not 
only better than they were ten and 
twelve years ago, they actually are 
much less costly. 


Take a standard hot air furnace. 


Back fifteen or sixteen years ago a 
hot air heating furnace would have 
cost in the neighborhood of $175. 
Today you can buy a lot better fur- 
nace, giving you much greater fuel 
economy, for at least $50 less. The 


The United States is divided into

price today is little if any higher 
than it was a year ago. 


1 
Greater Economy 


Look at oil burning equipment. 


Ten years ago you paid all the 
way from $300 to $500 for an oil 
burner in your furnace. 
Today 


much better oil burners, burning 
cheaper grades of fuel and less of it, 
can be bought for $250 to 
$350. 


These new burners not only burn 
less oil, give more heat and cause 
less trouble but they actually cost 
less money. 


Plumbers are getting more money 


today than they did during the de- 


pression or even during the build- 
Ing booms of ten and twelve years 
ago, but you can buy a better bath- 
tub today for less money than you 
could then. They cost a little more 
than during the depression low, but 
that is because nobody was build- 
ing. Those who always want rock- 
bottom prices arc the ones 
who 


should build when everybody else 
is afraid to. 


Millwork Is somewhat more ex- 


pensive than it was five years ago. 
Increasing labor costs are respon- 
sible for some of this increase, but 
the demand for specialy built fix- 
tures is another factor. Not io many 
years ago it was possible to build 
cabinets and other interior finish 
on a production basis, thereby keep- 
ing the cost down, but now every- 
body wants a special job made just 
for his house. Well, because there Is 
very little production millwork the 
cost of manufacture naturally is 
higher, and it also is natural that it 
costs more to make a special job for 
a particular home than it does to 
take one out of stock. 


But there has been little Increase 


in the price of other millwork, such 
as window frames. The price is a 
bit higher than it was during the 
depression low, but window frames 
today can be bought for not more 
than they cost in 1927, and generally 
they arc a bit lower. And today the 
frames are better made than they 
were then, and are equipped for 
easier handling of windows. 


Lumber prices generally are quite 


a bit lower than they were in 1920. 
They are higher than during the de- 
pression low, and have gone up a 
bit over last year, but the lumber 
bill for a home today would be at 
least 30 per cent less than if the 
same home were built in 1920. 


No doubt it cost more to build 


this year than it did a year ago, and 
it might possibly cost more to build 
next year than it did this year. Pros-

Sharp Rises Presaged Con- 


struction Booms

History is only repeating itself in 


the current trend in building costs, 
as each of the nation's previous 
three .great building booms were 
presaged by sharp rises. The present 
business upswing that is carrying 
up rents, will lead to a real build- 
ing boom, according to a study of 
previous slump-boom cycles by the 
Architectural Forum. 


"In each case," the Forum said in 


discussing previous booms, "it was 
not until rents began rising faster 
than costs that realty activity began 
booming." 


"Dissecting the troubles of the av- 


erage builder today." the Forum 
said, "it is evident they fall under 
two main headings: Construction 
costs are too high; rentals arc too 
low. During the last six months the 
index of building material prices 
•has risen 12 per cent. Concurrent- 
ly, building trade unions have ne- 
gotiated new contracts stipulating 
wage rates which in many cases 
top the all-time high of 1929. 
j 


Building: Wajrcs Higher 
j 


"What the market needs." the 


Forum survey finds, "is lower con- 
struction costs or higher 
rents. 


But construction costs arc rela- 
tively immune to regressions at 
this stage of the business cycle." 


"As for labor, the price of work 


is- being strongly pegged at current 
levels by union contracts. Labor i.s 
now sitting pretty on the stiffcst 
spring contracts negotiated in seven 
years, while nonunion labor has 
^hiked its rates in sympathy. 


"It appears then that the builder 


must look to a rise in rentals for 
the answer to his prayers. At this 
s'age of the building cycle the chief 
factors influencing rents are in- 
crea^cs in population, shifts in 
population and more and higher 
wages. 


"Shifting population is a charac- 


teristic experience of booms and de- 
pressions. Dunne the last boom 
more than J. 100.000 people moved 
from farms to cities: in 1932 more 
than 250.000 went back to the farm?. 
In 1935 the movement had again 
reversed and more than 
375.000 


were streaming back to the cities. 
The majority of these will pick the 
most prosperous town within the 
radius of their pocketbook: their 
advent will of course reduce va- 
cancy, push .rentals up. 


"What attracts new population

"The building industry, however 


has certain factors which would 
it out of depression.

Proof that rising costs have in- 


variably been the 
index—thoup 


not necessarily the cause—of rising 
building volume, or "booms," is to 
bo found, according to -the maga- 
zine's study, in records of past de- 
pressions. 


"We are now in a position com- 


parable to the period 18G4-'65 with 
the 1870-'75 boom in prospect." the 
Forum said. "Construction costs be- 
gan a sharp rise in 1863 which con- 
tinued steadily for two years while 
rents rose more slowly. It wasn't 
until construction costs 
met 
the 


gradual curve of rents in 1870 that 
the boom was on. 


"We are also in a position com- 


parable to that in 1900-'01. 
Again 


construction costs staged the first 
rail}-, rising above the rent curve 
toward the end of 1899. This time 
rentals rose much more decisively 
than they had in the period from 
1865 to 1370, and real estate activity 
spent only a year dallying at the 
'normal' level before shooting up— 
along with rents—to the 1905 peak. 


Rents Up, Building Rises 


"Finally, we are in a position com- 


parable to that of 1918-U9. Follow- 
ing the sharp rise to a new price 
plateau during the war. construction 
costs began another sharp rise in 


early 1919. Concurrently building 
activity showed a sharp increase, 
but this was due largely to the post- 
war housing shortage and it soon 
died down. The general boom did 
not begin until 1922, which was also 
the year in which rentals finally 
caught up with construction costs as 
the latter retreated from 
their 


emergency geaks. 


"Today building is about 12 and 


18 months below the 'normal1 line. 
Repeating the same familiar pattern 
costs have already begun their early 
increase, while rents are lagging be- 
hind, pending wage increases and 
population shifts. 


"From a study of past cycles, we 


can draw two conclusions which are 
of value if used with proper reser- 
vation. The first is that rising costs 
have always been the precursor of 
rising building volume. The second 
is that in all three booms no con- 
siderable construction ever resulted 
until rents reached an economic ad- 
justment with costs. The time re- 
quired for adjustment has varied 
widely, but the pattern of cause and 
effect has always remained 
the 
same."

Kaukauna, was organized by proc- 
lamation of Lewis Cass. governor 
of thc territory of Michigan, on 
October 26. 1318. In 1842 the ter- 
ritorial legislature set up the town 
of 
Kaukauna. 
it then including 


what is now the town of Buchanan 
and pnrt of Grnnd Chute. 


On April 7, 1842, 13 electors met 


to choose thc first officers of the 
town. Hoel S. Wright was elected 
moderator and Bazille A. Beaulieu 
clerk. The officers who were chos- 
en _ for one year were: Charles A. 
Grignon, 
chairman 
of the town;

supervisors:

Grignon, G. W. Lawe. school com- 
missioners: Joseph Lamure. Char- 
les Maites, Alonlzo B. Dick and 
Alexander Grignon. overseers of 
highway: Lewis Crefoot and Louis 
Gravelle, constables: and Rowland 
Gardner, poundmaster. 
A tax of 


one-fourth 
of one per cent was 


levied as a school fund, and the 
next annual meeting set for the 
residence of George W. Lawe. 
. Kaukauna's first boom began in 
1822 
when the Stockbridgers and 


other eastern Indians came to the 
south side to select lots and erect 
houses. Their 
building made a 


market for the products of the grist 
and sawmills and led to the build- 
ing of another sawmill on the south 
side. But because of refusal of the 
government to ratify the 
land 


treaty with the Indians they were 
compelled 
to move to Calumet 


county in 1832.
